by Surprise by Ad­ 


miral Dewey. 


DID NOT GET UPSTEAM 


Until Afterthe Alarm Was 
Given That the Ameri­ 
cans Had Arrived. 


Even when the Spanish flagship woe 
shot Half a way, her commander, thongh 
wounded, refused to leave \h e bridge 
till the ship wa* burning and sinking, 
her stern shattered by a common shell 
and her steam pipe burst. 
A* yet there are no further details of 
the fighting. 
After it wa* over, Com­ 
modore Dewey seut an ultimatum to the 
city battery, ordering it to cease firing 
or he would bombard. 
The Petrel chased a gunboat up the 
river Pasig, and the Spanish captain 
came in a boat to negotiate conditions 
of surrender. 
The American captain 
replied: 
‘'Unconditional surrender or 
fight.” 
To this the Spaniard answered: 
"W e 
are willing to fight. 
Please allow us to 
send for ammunition because our store 
is exhausted.” 
On a proposal to the existing authori­ 
ties to continue temporarily under the 
American flag, pending the termina* 
tion of the war, the Spaniards delayed 
their derision and kept wiring to Ma­ 
drid. 
The Americans requested the privi­ 
lege of using the wire, and when this 
was refused thev cut the cable.

Kong Kong, May 9.—When D ewey’* 
squadron loft here it touched first at a 
point lo the Philippine islands near Bo- 
linao, aa Commodore Dewey wished the 
insurgents' agents to disembark there, 
ascertain the strength and disposition of 
the Insurgent farces, arrange to prevent 
needless bloodshed and inform the in­ 
surgents of his intention to change the 
government of the Philippine islands, 
the commodore strongly objecting to 
giving the rebels a chance to commit ex­ 
pense*. 


The insurgent leaders, however, re* 
fused to disembark under any couaidenu 
tjon and the American ships coasted in 
search of the spanish ships, bot failed 
to find them. 
Commodore Dewey ar­ 
rived at Mu big bay, a Knit SO miles north 
of Manila bay, on Saturday, April SO, 
and sent the Baltimore and Concord to 
reconnoiter the enemy. 
They found no 
Spanish ships at the entrance of the 
boy, aud so the commodore decided to 
risk the mines aud proceed that same 
night after dark into the bay of Manila, 
which he did. 
It is said that the Spanish ships did 
sot get under steam until 
after the 
alarm wa* given. 
It is said abo that 
the Spanish 
omm imler informed the 
governor general that it was advisable 
to surrender in the interests of humani­ 
ty, as it was impossible to resist suc­ 
cessfully, but that he and his men were 
willing enough to tight and die.

London, May 0,—Th© Kong Kong cor­ 
respondent of the Times, describing th© 
fight at Manila, says: 
“The cable from the bay to Manila 
having been cm by the rebels, the city 
was taken by surprise by the appearance 
of the American fleet. 
Vhe Spanish 
flagship, having got up steam, advanced 
out of line to meet the Olympia. 
Com­ 
modore Dewey had issued an order for 
his fleet to concentrate its guns on the 
spanish flagship, aud the signal was 
obeyed with telling effect. 
The flag­ 
ship retired. 
The Olympia fired an fl­ 
inch shell which raked the Rein* Marie 
Chriatinia throughout her entire length 
aud mused her boilers to explode, kill­ 
ing ber captaiu aud 60 nun. 
She drift­ 
ed away on fire. 
Altogether MO men were killed, and 
about the same number were wounded. 
, Admiral Monte jo transferred his flag to 
the Castilla, which w as sunk shortly 
afterw ards by a storm of shot. 
At 7:45 
the Olympia signaled to cease firing. 
The Americans were exhausted, having 
been at quarters since IO o'clock on the 
previous night,

"A conference of captains was held 
and it was found that not one had been 
killed, but that several had been slightly 
wounded by splinter*. 
Two torpedo 
launches attacked the Olympia. 
The 
shells from her big guns were unable to 
strike so small so object, but a hail of 


6-pound shells sank the leading launch, 
all on board being killed. 
The other 
launch was beached with 12-shot boles, 
and the boat was covered with blood.

“ Half an hour after noon a white flag 
was hoisted at Cavite and the Spanish 
crews deserted their ships, taking away 
i their dead.

A vessel is reported to have pursued the 
cruiser Montgomery, supposed to have 
beeu the Spanish warship Vizcaya and 
it is suggested that possibly the Mont­ 
gomery enticed the Spaniard within 
striking distance of Admiral Sampson. 
The crew of the German ship Bolivia, 
Captain Brubu, which arrived yester­ 
day, say they heard cannonading to the 
northwest yesterday afternoon. 
Advices from Cape Haytien say that 
off Mole St. Nicholiut, two Spanish war­ 
ships captured a schooner bound for 
Cape Hayden.

“The cable from the bay to Manila 
having been cut by the rebels, the city 
was taken by surprise by the appearance 
of the American fleet. The Spanish 
flagship, having got up steam, advanced 
out of line to meet the Olympia, Com­ 
modore Dewey had issued an order for 
his fleet to concentrate its guns on the 
(spanish flagship, aud the si gun I was 
obeyed with telling effect. 
The flag­ 
ship retired. The Olympia fired so fl­ 
inch shell which raked the Reins Marie 
Christinia throughout her entire length 
and caused her balers to explode, kill­ 
ing her captain aud 60 men. She drift­ 
ed away on fire. 
Altogether lid men were killed, and 
about the same number were wounded. 
Admiral Manteno transferred his flag to 
the Castilla, which was sunk shortly 
afterwards by a storm of shot. 
At 7:45 
the Olympia signaled to cease firing. 
The Americans were exhausted, having 
been at quarters si nee IO o'clock on the 
previous night. 
“ A confers ii ce of captains was held 
and it was found that not one had been 
killed, but that several had been slightly 
wounded by splinters. 
Two torpedo 
launch*# attacked the Olympia 
The 
shells from her lag guns were unable to 
strike so small an object, but a hail of 
6-pound shells sank the leading kuuch, 
all on board being killed. The other 
launch was beached with 18-shot holes, 
and tile boat was covered with blood. 
“ Half an hour after noon a white flag 
was hoisted at Cavite aud the Spanish 
crews deserted their ships, taking away 
their dead. 
Admiral Moutejo fled to 
Manila with hi* two aides-de-camp.“ 
The Hong Kong correspondent of The 
Daily Mail gives the following details: 
“There was an act of treachery on 
the part of a Spanish ship, which low­ 
ered her Mag aud then fired at a boat's 
crew sent to take possession of her. She 
did not hit the boat, but our guns were 
turned on ber aud tore her to piece*. 
She went to the bottom with all on 
board. Several vessels close in shore be­ 
haved in the same way and shared her 
fate. 
“The Bernards had fought to their 
last gasp and now surrendered. They

Key West, Fla., May 9.—On ba is still 
locked out by Uncle Sam’s steel fence. 
Two nations are still vis-a-vis, eyeing 
each other stealthily, waiting for the 
unknown. On one side is the island 
full of hot and chafing Spaniards, who 
occasionally expend their wrath in a 
few futile shots toward the enemy, only 
to be beaten beck like fractious child­ 
ren, on the other side a weary lot of 
naval men longing to open their guns 
and show tho bad children what punish­ 
ment awaits their incorrigibility. 
These little angry outburst-, such as 
occurred at Matansas the other day and 
at Havana Saturday, are all that offer 
diversion to the blockaders, except the 
chase of a few bold fishing schooners. 
The zest, which accompanied the cap­ 
ture of the big steamers during the fir^t 
days of the war, has vanished now that 
the blockade is an established fact. The 
only ships worth taking are wise enough 
to keep shy of the fleet. Petty prizes 
are still taken, however, aud three came j 
in today. They surrendered too easy to j 
make their capture interesting. 
There has been a good deal of excite-1 
meat here over the adventures of the 
Morrill aud the Vicksburg under fire at 
Havana Saturday. The story was not 
generally known until yesterday, and 1 
the luck of the American ships, the first 
actually hit by the enemy's shot and 
shell, was a source of great congratula­ 
tion, inasmuch as good gunnery might 
have blown them off the seas. 
The in­ 
cident is taken as a strong argument in 
favor of bombarding Cuban batteries to 
destruction without further delay and 
its consequent risk to oar fleet, 
(^Considerable indignation is expressed 
here over the story lately sent north of 
yellow fever on the Nashville, contract­ 
ed from the Spanish prize, Argauanta. 
The captain aud officers of the ship, as 
well as Commandant Forsythe of the 
naval station, brand it in unmeasured 
terms as false and cruel. 
Interesting details are being added to 
the story of the entrance of the French 
training Dubourdieu into Havana Sat­ 
urday. 
It is said that after the ti let re­ 


half away. 
It passed over the Morrill, 
between the pilothouse and the smoke­ 
stack, and exploded less than 50 feet on 
the port quarter, Tho small shot rat­ 
tled against her side.

In the meantime Captain Smith also 
put his helm to port, and was none too 
soon, for as the Morrill stood off a solid 
•8-in<*h shot grazed her starboard quarter 
and kicked up tons of water as it struck 
a wave UH) yards beyond. 
Captain 
Smith said afterward that this shot 
Would have pamed through the Morrill’s 
boil* rs had he uot changed her course 
in the nick of time. 
Snoek the Vicksburg. 
All the guns of the water battery were 
now at work. 
One of them cut the Ja­ 
cob's ladder of the Vicksburg adrift and 
another curried away a portion of the 
rigging. The Morrill's 6-iuch guns were 
elevated for 1,000 yards and struck the 
earthworks repeatedly. 
The Vicksburg 
fired but three .shots from her fi-pouud* 
er. 
The Spaniards continued to tiro 
shot and shell for 20 minutes, but the 
shots were ineffective. 
The officers of both the Morrill and 
Vicksburg frankly admit their own 
recklessness and the narrow escape of 
their vessels from destruction. 
They 
are firmly convinced that the pursuit of 
the schooner was a neatly planned trick, 
which almost proved successful. 
If any oil® of the shots had struck 
the thin skin of either vessel, it would 
have offered no more resistance thau a 
pieci of paper to a rifle ball.

the day the Morrill captured the Span­ 
ish schooner Espaua, bound for Havana, 
aud towed the prize into this port last 
night.
